B arru n d ia R eceiv ed . 
N ew Y oke, September 221.—Minister 
Mizner’s report will be given to CoDgress 
shortly. 
In it he tells wilh directness the 
story of Barrundia's conduct toward Guate­ 
mala, the refusal of Captain Pitts to deliver 
him to the authorities at Chsmperico and 
the subsequent appeal of the Government 
to Mizner to give instructions to Pitts on 
the arrival of the Acapulco at San Jose, 
la reply to the appeal the Minister asked 
for a fuller explanation of the reasons why 
BarraDdia should be arrested and called 
attention to the fact that Guatemela was 
then under martial law. 
Dr. Anaulano gave the relations of Bar- 
runda with Guatemala, and stated that it 
was in the interest of peace that he (Bar- 
runditt) should be arrested. 
He also as­ 
sured Mizner that Barrundia would have a 
fair trial and be justly dealt with; that the 
Government of Guatemala had no treacher­ 
ous designs against the life of Barrundia, 
and that they had no desire to put him to 
death, nor would they do so. The Minister 
] accepted these assurances. 
When the Aca­ 
pulco arrived a' San Jose Captain Pitts was 
informed by Mr. Mizner, in reply to his 
request for iuformation how to act, that the 
vessel was within the lawful jurisdiction of 
the Guatemalan authorities, and they had 
the power to make the arrest. 
If the Cap­ 
tain chose to resist he conld do so at his 
pleasure, but he would render him self lia­ 
ble to prosecution and punishm ent by the 
Guatemalan authorities. 
The reply of Minister Mizner to the tele­ 
gram oí the Guatemalan Minister of For­ 
eign Affairs wa3 that the Guatemalan Gov­ 
ernm ent knew its own laws, and it was 
not necessary for him to make any sug- 
. gestión upon matters within their own 
jurisdiction. But in making the arrest of 
Barrundia, if they determined to do so, he 
(Mizner) would rem ind the Government 
of its promise to accord full and complete 
justice to Barrundia, and to avoid extreme 
measures with him, as well as their guar­ 
anty of his life. 
This letter was shown to Captain Pitts, 
who also received one of the same tenor 
from Minister Mizner. 
Then follow the particulars of the killing 
of Barrundia. 
Mr. Mizner has addressed a dispatch to 
the Departm ent of State complaining very 
bitterly of the lack of good faith on the 
part of the Guatemalan Government in all 
ot its dealings with the United States, and 
particularly so in the recent troubles with 
Salvador and in the Barrundia case. 


PRESS OPINIONS. 
New Y ork, September 22d.—The Com­ 
mercial Advertiser says on the principles of 
law Mizner is clearly right in the B arrun­ 
dia affair. 
Commenting on the quotations 
from 
Mizner’s report, the Tribune says: W hile 
bis interpretation 
of international law 
was unquestionably correct, so far as he 
conceded local jurisdiction 
over a m er­ 
chant steamer in a Guatemalan port, there 
were safeguards 
for averting 
bloodshed 
and securing a deliberate review of the case 
which ought to have been provided. 
The correspondence shows that the Min­ 
ister wa3 IUII7 aware of the political na­ 
ture of the offenses with which Bairnndia 
was charged. 
The Minister seems to have 
overlooked the fact that Mexico and the 
United States, between them, were virtu­ 
ally surrendering a political offender. Cer­ 
tainly such a surrender ought not to have 
been made with indecent haste, nor w ith­ 
out obtaining adequate guarantees for his 
protection, or at least for averting a san­ 
guinary conflict on the steamer.

T H E W O R L D S F A IR . 


T he C om m ission ers F in ally D ecid e Upon 
a Site. 
Chicago, September 221.—The World's 
Fair site question has been settled by to­ 
day's action. 
In the morning the South 
Park Commissioners agreed to add W ash­ 
ington 
Park 
to 
the portions of the 
South Park system already offered to the 
Commission. 
This wa3 in accordance 
with the resolution adopted by the Na­ 
tional Commission last Saturday. ’ 
At the afternoon’s session of the National 
Commission the amended site proposi­ 
tion was presented 
and 
unanimously 
accepted. The site thus provided for in ­ 
cludes W ashington and Jackson Parks and 
Midway PlaisaDceconnectingthem,and the 
Lake Front Park, in all about 1,000 acres. 
In a sense the chosen site is one great 
unit, comprising as it does the entire South 
Park system of Chicago, the finest of any 
in the city. 
The enthusiasm with which 
the tender was received by the National 
Commission showed in m arked contrast 
with the reception of the previous proposi­ 
tion. 
By a resolution adopted early in the day, 
the National Commission had formally 
pledged itself to regard the ofler of such a 
site as a final settlement of all questions 
relating to the site, and when the Park 
Commissioners promptly responded and 
the exact location for the big Exposition 
was at last finally fixed, there was out­ 
bursts of cheers. 
Stepping from the doors of the city’s 
railroad depots, hotels and business houses, 
the visitor at the W orld’s Fair will, as it 
were, enter directly the vestibule of the 
exposition on lake-front. This lake-front 
is a strip of park, comprising sixty acres, 
bordering on the shores of Lake Michigan. 
Leading from it the finest boulevard of the 
city goes directly to W ashington Park, and 
connecting with the latter is Midway Plai- 
sanee, which ends in Jackson Park, lake- 
front. 
One side of Jackson Park is washed by 
the waters of Lake Michigan. The greater 
p ctio n of the site is one vast net-work of 
pleasure drives, enclosing great stretchps of 
meadow and groves of oak. 
Adjoining Washington Park is the race­ 
track, capable of 
accommodating 
fifty 
thousand people, and this the local direc­ 
tors expect also to make a part of the site 
for the purpose of a speed display and live 
stock show. 
The improved race-track, 
where the live stock show will be made, 
is within one hundred yards of the point 
selected for the main building, thus placing 
the whole fair in one compact quarter of 
the city, including the Government display 
and the displays to be made by the various 
Sta’es, in conjunction with the main expo­ 
sition buildings. 
The site selected and the plan of build­ 
ings proposed is generally regarded as cal­ 
culated to be especially gratifying to the 
live stock men of the country." 
There is great rejoicing in Chicago to­ 
night, by all classes, over the final settle­ 
ment of the site controversy in a way that 
gives satisfaction. 


T H E CONTEST E N D E D . 


A M an of U nsavory R ep u tation F a ta lly 
Shot by H is B rother-In-L aw . 
Chicago, September 22d.— To-night a 
fatal street affray between brothers-in-law 
ended a remarkable contest for the posses­ 
sion of a fortune of $100.0o0 
Alfred Rich- 
ner several years ago was the husband of a 
noted 
brothel-keeper. 
Notwithstanding 
this, and his unsavory reputation. Ricbner 
succeeded in clandestinely working him ­ 
self into the good graces of a daughter of a 
wealthy flour and 
feed dealer, named 
Kessler. 
Upon Kessler’s death, the daugh­ 
ter, who seems to have been somewhat 
simple-minded, disclosed her attachm ent 
for Richner. 
Instantly opposition to any 
recognition of that worthy resulted in the 
prompt elopement of the couple to Mon­ 
treal. 
Richner later went through the form of 
getting a divorce from the brothel-keeper, 
and having his marriage with Miss Kessler 
legalized. They then returned to Chicago, 
and found that a fend was soon engendered 


between Ricbner and 
his 
new wife's 
brother. 
The latter accused Richner of be­ 
ing actuated solely with a desire to lay 
hands on the fortune of his sister. 
The legal struggles and personal encoun­ 
ters between Richner and young Kessler 
have been frequent. 
Lately, it is alleged, 
Richner, failing in his efforts to get at the 
Kessier patrimony, has threatened to kill 
every member of the family. To-night he 
met young Kessler on State street and at­ 
tacked him with a cane. 
Kessler drew a 
gun apd fired several shots into Richner s 
body, inflicting fatal 
injuries. 
Kessler 
gave himself up and said he had been ad­ 
vised to arm him self oy the City Chief of 
Detectives aDd his attorney, General John 
C. Black. The affray took place in a 
crowded part of State street and for a short 
time created a wild stampede.

T h e F ig h ters A rrested aud P la c ed U nder 
H eavy R ouds. 
London, September 22J.—Slavin and Mc- 
Auliffe have been arrested. 
MeAuliffe was 
arrested at his lodgings in this city. 
Upon 
his arrival at the railway station from his 
training quarters at Dover. Slavin entered a 
cab and was immediately placed under ar­ 
rest. He was conveyed quietly to Larobeth 
police station, where he and McAuiiffe were 
arraigned and bound over in £ 2,000 to keep 
the peace, each to appear to-morrow. 
In Court the Police Inspector, justifying 
the arrests, said the match was to be a gen­ 
uine prize fight. 
He produced a copy of 
the articles, and said the gloves, as exhib­ 
ited in the window of a sporting paper, 
were sm aller than ordinary gloves and 
were thinner around thp knuckles. 
The Secretary of the Ormande Club said 
they were ordinary boxing gloves, and the 
contest was to be strictly in accordance 
with Queensberry rules 
No breach of law 
was intended. 
He added that the police 
had been incited to make the arrests by 
jealous enemies of the club. 
The Inspector denied that the police had 
been incited. 
The magistrate directed the police to 
produce the gloves before finally deciding 
as to the illegality of the fight. 
He added 
that if, in the meantime, the prisoners 
should venture to proceed with the fight, 
he would deal with them severely. 
The suddenness of the arrests prevented 
the defense from obtaining counsel. To­ 
morrow the legal question will be argued. 
At a meeting of the Ormande Club to­ 
night it was decided that if an adverse 
decision was rendered the match would be 
decided on the Continent. 
Richard K. Fox, of New York, in an in­ 
terview, denounced the arrest of Slavin 
and McAuiiffe as an outrage. 
He said it 
wa3 not proposed to have a prize fight, but 
only a limited round contest with ordinary 
gloves, and there was no reason why the 
police should interfere. 
Both men were in 
splendid condition and anxious to have a 
fair contest, and the police had no reason 
to anticipate a breach of the peace. The 
fight was nothing but what often occurs 
openly in England and America. 
Temple, proprietor of the Ormande Club, 
said he believed the management of the 
Pelican Club was at the bottom of the m at­ 
ter. If the fight had been arranged by the 
fashionable West End Ciub, the police 
would not have interfered, in his opin­ 
ion. The Pelicans were jealous, and he 
had expected all along that they would try 
to stop the fight. 
He did not believe there 
was anything “snide'' about the two fight­ 
ers, who were both anxious to see which 
was the better man. 


TH E NEWS IN NEW YORK. 
N ew Y ork, September 22d.—Great ex­ 
citement is caused here among the sporting 
men by the news of the arrest of Slavin 
and McAuiiffe. 
There was, according to 
sporting papers, more money wagered on 
the result than upon any preceding fistic 
match. No match has attracted such atten­ 
tion since tbeSuilivan-K ilrain affair. Certain 
evening papers here printed half a column 
account of McAuliffe’s career in connection 
with the news. 


18 SLAVIN A FRA ID ? 
N ew Y ork. September 221.—A special 
cable to the Police Gazelle says that many 
rumors are being circulated about to-night. 
Billy Madden, McAuliffe’s trainer, claims 
that Slavin is afraid of the American, and 
belives he did not want to meet him.

well-known American says the arrest of 
McAuiiffe is due to the fact that Slavin has 
traiued off, and those who backed him had 
the American arres'ed to save their money. 
Cricfiton Temple, of the Ormande Club, 
attributed McAuliffe’s arrest to the fact 
that the Prince of Wales was going to a t­ 
tend the fight. 
At a meeting of the Pelican Club to-day 
Lord Lonsdale and Richard K Fox of 
New York decided that rather than see the 
match fall through they would, if the au­ 
thorities prevent it. put up between them 
tbe same purse offered by the Ormonde 
Ciub, and bring the fight off on the conti­ 
nent. 


W ill Not b e P rosecu ted .

M ontreal, September 22d.—The case of 
R. N . O'Brien, arrested on the charge of 
crim inal libel for publishing the story 
about Prince George having been engaged 
in a street fight here, which was postponed 
from Saturday until this morning, was to­ 
day further adjourned until to morrow 
morning. 
It is learned on the best possi­ 
ble authority that the case will be discon­ 
tinued. 
It is claimed that Governor Gen­ 
eral Stanley has received a cablegram from 
tbe Queen, signifying her disapproval of 
proceeding against a subject for a private 
offense against a member of the royal 
family.

He had sat down on the porch wilh his 
left shoulder leaning against thepo3:, and 
taking off his shoe and stocking from his 
right foot, he took a No. 12 muzzle-loading 
shotgun and placed it on the ground before 
him. 
He leaned over so as to bring the muzzle 
under his lower jaw on the right side, and 
then pulled the trigger with his great toe. 
Tbe charge passed clear through his head, 
coming out on the left side, tearing away 
the skull and m akiog a hole over three 
inches in diameter, out of which b ain m at­ 
ter uozed. 
Death was instantaneous. 
But little is known about deceased. 
He 
has been in the employ of John Crouch at 
the above named ranch for some time. 
He was about 62 years of age and his 
name is supposed to be Patrick Maicney.

TWO METHODS. 
The bodies of two people were cremated 
on Sunday at Fresh Pond, L. I. The tele­ 
graphic reports say “There was no attempt 
made to hide the repulsive preliminary 
details of the incineration.” This is the 
chatter of the sensational reporter; who 
does not know of what he discourses. 
W hat were these “repulsive details?’ 
The bodies were tenderly lifted and wrap­ 
ped in moist alum sheets over their funeral 
clothing. They were then deposited 
gently upon steel crates or cradles, half 
oval frame works of steel ribs. The retorts 
were opened disclosing a rosy heated inte- 
'rior without flame or coal or ash. Into 
these the cradles bearing the corpses were 
pushed upon tracks prepared to receive 
them. Then the doors were closed. Forty- 
five minutes later the retorts were opened, 
the white ashes remaining were swept 
from the spotless floor, placed in memorial 
urns and delivered to friends for burial, or 
other disposition. 
Now in all this what was there “repul­ 
sive” compared to the details of burial. 
In the latter case there would have been 
the same exposure of the body to the 
gaze of friends, then would have come the 
final sealing of the caskets; the funeral 
march to the grave; the lowering of the 
coffins into the damp earth; the covering 
with rude boards, the fall of the clods with 
hollow and mournful sounds upon the box; 
the filling up of the hole in the ground; 
the tamping down of the earth, and 
then the leaving of the bodies to rot and 
breed loathsome worms to feed upon the 
decaying flesh, and draw their slimy length 
through the nostrils and the eyes of the 
beloved ones. At the last when the flesh 
had rotted and the bones crumbled in 
decay, the remains would have been re­ 
solved to ash, and incineration would be 
accomplished. 
For the outcome of cremation and burial 
is the same in the end—resolution into 
dust. The only differences, then, between 
the two forms of disposal are these in favor 
of cremation: time, and avoidance of the 
rotting of the flesh in the earth, and the 
avoidance also of poisoning the soil and 
the giving off of vapors to strike the living 
with disease and death. In favor of burial 
there is nothing whatever but a sentiment 
that is the outgrowth of custom. 
Incineration is steadily gaining ; it must 
triumph and become the dominant custom, 
because it is cleanly, reasonable, speedy 
and unofiensive to soil and the public 
health. It gives to us the ashes of our 
dead to preserve in funeral urns or to min" 
gle with the earth from which we may 
cause bright and beautiful flowers to 
spring, and remind us of all that was lovely 
in the character of the departed, and as­ 
sure us that the bodies we once clasped to 
us in the warm embrace of life and affec­ 
tion have not been subjected to the name­ 
less horrors of decay, nor been made ban­ 
queting food for the loathsome co-tenants 
of the grave. 
BARRUNDIA AS A MONSTER 
If the story of Major Nave, of the United 
States Army, is half true, General Barrun- 
dia met a deserved but too humane death. 
Major Nave says he was a Nero and an 
Apache “rolled into one.” He was hated 
and feared in Guatemala as no other man 
ever had been. 
According to this officer, he surpassed in 
cruelty any demon of tradition or imagina­ 
tion. He was not only merciless to pris­ 
oners, but he delighted in horribly tor­ 
turing them. Major Nave says that it was 
told to him in Guatemala that when Bar- 
rnndia took a prisoner of some note, he 
would order his men to tie the man to a tree. 
Then he would direct that a mule lie at­ 
tached to each arm by a strong rojie. 
Everything being in readiness he would 
sit down !>efore his victim, light a cig­ 
arette and say to him as he began to puff 
the smoke through his nose: 
“ You see 
that cigarette? 
Well, when I have 
finished it I shall direct my men to pull 
off your arms." 
He would continue on 
smoking, meanwhile observing with the 
greatest pleasure the deadly palor that 
came over his victim’s face, and tiie look 
of terror as he iielield the demon before 
him, calmly puffing away the last moments 
of his wretched existence. 
Another fashion he had of killing men 
was to place them on a deep slide or chute, 
such as are seen at the flour mills, 
bound hand and foot. The lower end was 
made to rest against a wall, and as the sub­ 
ject of his vengeance slid like lightning 
from top to bottom, he would strike with a 
crash that left nothing but a disfigured, | 
Lleedine mass of writhing humanity. One I 
of his pleasantries, it is said also, u«ed to | 
bo to pnt the hands of his enemies in the 
crack of a heavy door and press them until 
he heard the bones crush. 


politicians that the Republic conld not 
exist in France for two decades. 
But the 
history of the day proves that these proph­ 
ets were without honor. 
The Republic has now existed longer 
than any other Government France has 
had since the dynasty of the Bourbon 
house met its fate. 
More than that, 
France, under the Republic, has made 
greater true and material progress than at 
any previous period in her history. There 
has not been the brilliancy of the Empire, 
to be sure, but what is better, the people 
have been educated to the meaning of self­ 
government, and very largely out of their 
traditional regard for sovereigns and 
princes claiming the divine right to rule 
them. France to-day is not less sensitive, 
not lessjpatriotic, not less stable than at 
any other period. 
On the contrary, the 
nation is to-day further advanced in in­ 
dustrial activity, in general education, in 
commercial enterprise, and in financial 
ability, than she was at any period prior to 
1890. She has to-day greater security for 
peace than when under the rule of the 
contentions of monarchs. 
France has proved by two great exposi­ 
tions that she is as quick in mechanical 
genius, as shrewd in financiering, as bold 
in enterprise and as strong in her foreign 
relations as her most ardent frieud could 
wish for. 
Her army is splendidly 
equipped, but is by no means the burden 
it once was; her navy is scarcely second to 
that of any other ; her possessions abroad 
have been retained and new ones gained. 
Art has had as much fostering care under 
the republic as it ever enjoyed under a 
kingly rule; literature flourishes; the 
sciences are actively promoted; commerce 
has broadened and strengthened, and the 
homes of France represent a more inde­ 
pendent and self-reliant population than 
at any other period in her history. The 
friends of free government and the right 
of the governed to determine the form of 
government, will everywhere congratulate 
France on her entry upon the year in 
which the republic will attain its ma­ 
jority. 
T h e Comte de Paris is en route to the 
United States. It remains to be seen if he 
will be made much of here, fawned upon 
and toasted because he claims a title that 
his country has abolished. The Comte is 
a pleasant gentleman and all that, but he 
is the uncompromising enemy of re­ 
publics. He denies the right and capacity 
of the people to govern themselves, and 
asserts that he and his house have the 
divine right to rule over the millions of 
people of France. 
For the claim of 
kingly right means simply the assertion of 
the right of a class born to the purple to 
rule over the masses of a nation. The 
Comte de Paris should be received here 
simply as a man, and his pretension to 
rule France be ignored. Any recognition 
in a republic of such a visitor according 
to his own estimate, will be a deliberate 
affront to the French Republic, which has 
exiled him. 
___________ 
T h e full reports of the late visit of the 
German Kaiser to the Czar make it cer­ 
tain that the cousins did not greet each 
other cordially. The Russian Emperor 
would at no time permit the German 
ruler to talk politics. 
He avoided all 
reference to the eastern question and the 
triple alliance, and at no time permitted 
himself to be alone with W illiam. The 
military evolutions were not of a character 
to reveal Russian strength, and this was so 
noticeable that the German Emperor re­ 
marked upon it. W illiam departed no 
wiser than when he came, concerning 
Russian intention or sentiment. Indeed, 
if the detailed reports are not wholly un­ 
reliable, the meeting of the Emperors was 
bad for both, and resulted in an irritation 
that plainly indicates the temper of the 
Czar to be antagonistic to Germany. 
A GENEROUS people will not permit the 
widow of John C. Fremont and the daugh­ 
ter of Thomas H. Benton to want. It is 
sad that the unfortunate lady, a gifted, 
brilliant woman in her prime, and one 
whose pen has fired many a heart with 
patriotic fervor, is sick, helpless and ab­ 
solutely destitute. The nation owes it to 
the memory of the Pathfinder and hero to 
see to it that his widow wants for nothing 
reasonable during the few years of life that 
remain to her. ¡Should the United States 
permit Jessie Benton Fremont to suffer in 
her old age for want of the comforts of 
life the neglect will become a national 
shame. 
T h e feeling in Paris is that the Panama 
Canal is a total failure and that there 
is no hope for the investors realizing a sou 
upon their capital. In fact, Panama stock 
is flat in France and not a five franc piece 
will now be invested in it. The people of 
this country long since concluded that the 
scheme was a failure. The French were 
loyal to I>e Lessej* for a great length of 
time, and deserves credit for the persist­ 
ency with which they clung to hope for 
the “big ditch.” 
T he World’s Fair site issue is con­ 
cluded and both the Chicago Directory 
and the Federal Commission are satisfied. 
Let the nation give thanks.

The plea 
made was that the man was in destitute 
circumstances, and a couple of days after 
he had taken out the license was attacked 
with sickness and bad since been able to do 
nothing. 
The matter as to whether or not the 
Trustees could accept a part of the work 
which had been done by P. A. Miller on 
his contract for grading G street, from 
Sixth to Twentieth, was brought up, and 
City Attorney Hart gave it as his opinion 
that they could accept any part of the 
work if they chose to do so. 
In accordance with this opinion, six 
blocks that are graded were accepted, and 
the City Engineer was instructed to make 
out the assessment roll for the cost 
thereof. 
Resolutions awarding contracts for street 
work were passed as follows: 
B. Labbs, Fourth street from E to S; 
Sacramento Improvement Company, Elev­ 
enth, N to O; Sacramento Improvement 
Company, Twelfth from C to E; Bassett & 
Touhey, Y from Tenth to Twenty-first. 
The matter of paying the bills incurred 
in building np tbe Y-street levee last winter 
was 
discussed. 
Trustee McLaughlin 
wanted it understood that the money would 
not come out of the levee fund. If the 
other members of tbe Board attempted to 
draw monev out of this fund he would put 
an injunction on it. 
Trustee Wolf suege9ted that a time be 
set when all parties interested, and having 
claims against the Board tor furnishing 
material for doing the work on the levee, 
could appear and come to an understand­ 
ing, if possible. 
The suggestion was 
adopted, and next Monday at 2 o’clock was 
fixed as the date. 
Mr. Wolf stated that the winery on R 
street, just outside the city limits, was 
draining its refuse matter into the Y-street 
canal, and that it ought to be stopped. 
The Clerk was directed to notify the 
owners of the winery to find another 
dumping-place for their waste material. 
Mr. McLaughlin suggested that the City 
Physician have the power to appoint a 
nurse for the Receiving Hospital whenever 
necessary. He believed that patients were 
not properly cared for, and ooght to re­ 
ceive more attention than was usually paid 
to them. 
An order was passed in accordance with 
the suggestion. 
The Board then adjourned for the week. 


THE NEW DINING-CARS. 
They W ill Soon be Ready for Service on 
the Central Pacific Road. 
Referring to the determination to place 
dining-cars on the Central Pacific Over­ 
land Railroad, the Bulletin of last evening 
says: 
"The long-talked of diniDg cars on the 
Central Overland Road will be ready for 
service about November 15th. A dispatch 
from.the Pullman shops to Jesse Meehan 
of the Pullman service has announced this 
fact, which should make glad all overland 
travelers. Tbe dining car is acknowledged 
to be the coming thing on all long-distance 
routes. No one will regret that the lunch 
basket and twenty-minutes-for-refresh- 
ments stations are to be relegated to the 
museum of stagecoaches and canal packets. 
Several months ago the Union Pacific put 
dining-cars on the road between Council 
Bluffs and Portland. Apparently that ac­ 
tion incited the Southern Pacific managers 
to place their order for three of the finest 
dining-cars the Pullman company can turn 
out. They will be named the Yosemite, 
Pacific and Golden Gate. Thev wiil be 
run only on the first-class fast mail train, 
which iesyes here daily at 8 p. m. and ar­ 
rives at 9:45 a. M. 
“According to the present time schedule 
it will not be necessary to run the cars this 
side of Summit, thus saving the pull tip the 
west slope of the Sierras. It is planned to 
keep the three cars and crews of duskv 
servitors on the 405 mile9 of road between 
Truckee and Wells, Utah. Tbe express, 
east bound, is due at Truckee at 8:15 a . m ., 
so breakfast will be in readiness for trav­ 
elers from here the night previous. With 
these dining-cars on the Central route it 
will be possible for the traveler to go 
from here to New Y'ork without leaving 
the train but once, that being at Chicago. 
"Tbe new dining-cars will be in charge 
of the Pullman agent here, and all the 
supplies for them will have to be sent from 
this city. Tbe assistant at Oakland pier 
will look out for all details and it is proba­ 
ble that one man will be given special 
charge of the task of seeing that the cars 
are kept supplied with all the table luxu­ 
ries California can produce. In this way 
the west bound tourist will have the first 
taste of California about 400 miles from its 
eastern boundary.” 


Tlie True Irish Sham rock. 
In Ireland only one shamrock is known, 
says the American Notes and Queries. It is 
an indigenous species of clover which trails 
along the gronnd among the grass in 
meadows. The trefoil leaves are not more 
than one-fourth the size of the smallest 
clover I have seen in America, and are 
puie green in color, without any of the 
brown shading of white and pink clovers. 
The creeping stem is hard and fibrous, and 
is difficult to dislodge from the earth. On 
St. Patrick’s Day the true shamrock has to 
be searched out among the grass, for, 
though comparatively plentiful at that 
season, it grows close to the ground. Later 
it bears a tiny “whitey-brown” blossom. 
The information that shamrakli is the 
Arabic word for trefoil may lie of service 
to those interested iu the origin of the 
Irish race. The word could have been in­ 
troduced by the Milesians, or it may fur­ 
nish an argument in support of 
tention that one of the lost ten 
Israel settled in Ireland, which 
revived by the publication of 
book.

PLANTING TROUT. 
Thirty Thousand D istributed Among El 
D orado Stream s. 
The Folsom Telegraph states that on Fri­ 
day afternoon theSacramento train brought 
up 30,000 Eastern or rainbow trout, which 
were planted in the streams of El Dorado 
couuty bv the State Board of Fish Com­ 
missioners. The fish were in charge of Ed. 
D. Stewart,- an attache of the hatching 
station at Sissons. They were transported 
in large iron cans similar to those used by 
milkmen in tbe large cities. The fish were 
distributed as follows: At Chili Bar. on the 
South Fork, 12 000 fish were turned loose; 
at Moore’s Bridge, 3,000; near Dennis Johu- 
son’s, 6,000, and in the two Silver Creeks, 
9,000. 
The fish were little bits of fellows, and 
are expected to grow up with the country. 
Mr. Stewart, who is an expert in fish 
culture, says that the fish will do well in 
their new home. About the first of Oc­ 
tober another consignment of 30,000 will 
probably be placed above the dam. • 
The headwaters of the Cosumnes have 
been greatly depleted of fish and ought to 
be restocked. The Placerville Republican 
says that the practice of killing fish with 
giant powder exists along these streams, 
and that tbe inhabitants of the vicinity 
make no effort to suppress it, so the Com­ 
missioner thinks it is useless to plant any 
fi9h on the Cosumnes until the practice of 
using giant powder is abandoned.

WHY THE ELECTRIC RAILROAD FRAN­ 
CHISE HANGS FIRE. 


H r. H enry is Satisfied W ith It, B u t th e 


S to ck h o ld ers A re N o t—H in ts o f 
a P o ssib le L aw su it. 


During the session of the City Trustees 
yesterday the Mayor read a letter from 
Edwin K. Alsip, Secretary of the Central 
Street Railway Company, refusing, on the 
part of the company, to accept the fran­ 
chise as granted to Mr. Heprv, believing 
that the bonds issued under auch a fran­ 
chise would be of little value and not a 
aaie investm ent for capitalists. 
Grove L. Johnson, 
attorney for Mr. 
H enry, read to the Board a short history 
he had written of Mr. H enry’s relations 
with the Central Street Railway Company, 
mentioning the most im portant clauses in 
the agreement, one of which wss to the 
effect tbat Mr. Henry was to be given pos­ 
session of the road if he could obtain 
the necessary changes he desired in the 
present city franchise. Mr. H enry did se­ 
cure the changes he asked for and then 
called upon the owners of the road and de­ 
manded the possession of the same, in 
compliance with the provisions of the con­ 
tract. Under the ordinance, as amended, 
he was ready and willing to fulfill the con­ 
ditions of the contract. He demanded from 
the other partite, both as shareholders and 
Directors, that they comply with their 
agreement, but they refused to do so. The 
reasons giveu for the refusal were entirely 
foreign to the agreement, and in no m an­ 
ner concern the Trustees or the public; 
though Mr. Henry has 
no 
objection 
whaiever to making them known to any­ 
body who may inquire for them . The fact 
remained, however, that they have de­ 
clined to turn over the road, in accordance 
with the terms of the contract. Mr. Henry 
stood prepared to expend $75,000 in the 
city of Sacramento in equipping the road, 
electrically, under the provisions of the 
agreement. He was anxious to begin the 
work and to have the road in running 
order within the tim e specified. He was 
confronted, however, at the outset, with 
the positive refusal on the part of the share­ 
holders to surrender to him the possession 
of the road, or to perm it him to carry oat 
his contract. 
Ia this dilemma he presents the matter 
fairly and squarely to the Board of Trus­ 
tees, in the hope that, by so doing, he 
m ight be better able to determine pre­ 
cisely what remedy he should invoke to 
compel the shareholders to live up to their 
agreement and to secure for the citizens of 
Sacramento the benefits of a modern first- 
class electric street railway. 
By the ex­ 
penditure of Mr. H enry's money on the 
road, the company’s property would be 
greatly enhanced in value, and the security 
afforded the company’s bondholders, instead 
of being impaired or 
in any manner 
affected injuriously, would be increased 
and enlarged to an extent corresponding to 
the additional rolling stock, motive power, 
machinery, etc. 
Naturally, Mr. H enry was desirons of 
proceeding’carefully in a matter involving 
so much to himself and the people of Sac­ 
ram ento. It was only on the 20th instant 
that the refusal of the shareholders to com­ 
ply with their agreement was made final. 
Mr. Henry could not decide in a moment 
w hat coarse he ought to pursue ; bat inas­ 
m uch as the ordinance in question con­ 
tained the provisions requiring its accept­ 
ance in writing by the Central Street Rail­ 
way Company within ten days, and inas­ 
much as that company had declined to 
accept it, he now a9ked the Board to extend 
the time within which the company might 
file its acceptance, for a period of thirty 
days from date, that he might in the mean­ 
time devise the best means of enforcing his 
contract with the shareholders, and thus 
enable him to furnish the city of Sacra­ 
mento with the stieet railroad so much de­ 
sired, as he believed, by all its people. 
This result is now prevented only by the 
action of the company’s stockholders, in 
violation of their contract. 
Mr. Johnson then asked that the Board 
pass an ordinance extending for thirty,days 
the time within which they should accept 
the refusal of the electric company. 
All the members agreed to this, the rules 
were -suspended and the ordinance read 
twice and passed. 


A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


T h e M ayor’s an d T ru stee M cL aughlin’s 
Views on C ollecting W ater K ates. 
It will be remembered that a couple of 
m onths ago Mayor Cotn9tork and Trustee 
McLaughlin voted to discharge one of the 
water collectors. Since then the receipts 
have fallen off about one half. At yester­ 
day s session of the Trustees, Mr. McLaugh­ 
lin wanted to know w hether or not the col­ 
lection smade by the Clerk of the Water 
W orks were falling off or being increased! 
eiDce the discharge of one of the clerks. 
The Mayor said the collections were not 
as large as usual, but be beiieved the em­ 
ployes were at fault, and that if they bad 
attended to their duty they would have 
succeeded in making better retnrns. He 
was told by a lady that she went down to 
the Clerk s office last Thursday and found 
the office locked. Nobusiness house would 
tolerate employes who would act thus. 
Mr. McLaughlin wanted to know why 
the Mayor was casting reflections on the 
Clerk of the Water Works. 
Why didn’t 
he prefer written charges and try him, if he 
believed tbat official guilty of misconduct. 
The Mayor said he had good reason to do 
so, and might at some future day. 
Mr. McLaughlin then submitted a pro­ 
posed ordinance, authorizing the Clerk of 
the Water Works to appoint two additional 
deputies, who shall hold office at the pleas­ 
ure of the Board of Trustees, and receive a 
salary each of $lo0 per month; their duties 
to be to collect water rates in the First and 
Second Snpprvisor Districts, and report to 
the Board m onthly all of the persons who 
were delinauent in payment. 
A nother section of the proposed ordi­ 
nance provided for dispensing with the 
services of the W ater Inspector. 
The ordinance was laid over for consider­ 
ation one week. 


JOHN SULLIVAHS INJURY. 


A n A utopsy Shows th a t His Life Could 
Not H ave B ren Saved. 
Yesterday afternoon 
an antopsy was 
held by Dr. C. B. Nichols, City Physician, 
on the body of John Sullivan, who died on 
Sunday evening from the effects of a frac­ 
ture of the skull caused by a fall from a 
wagon. The examination was ni3-Je in 
the presence of Drs. G. L. and G. C. Sim­ 
mons, Dr. W. xV. Briggs, and Dr. Satliff. 
The fact was revealed tnat the exact local­ 
ity of the fracture, owing to its peculiar 
character, whs not apparent until tue skull 
had been bared; also tbat death would 
have resulted from the extravasation of 
blood on the opposite side of the head, 
even could the fracture itself have been ot 
herwise successfully treated. 
Three of the surgeons present made the 
following voluntary statement last evening 
concerning the case, and the other will do 
so to-day. he having been out of town 
last evening:

WAHT MORE MOREY. 


DISCONTENT AMONG THE STREET-CAR 
ENTRAMEN. 


T h ey Say T h ey W ere N ot P rop erly P aid 


for T h eir O ver-T lm n and 


M ake T h reats. 


The Central Street Railway did a thriving 
business daring the fair weeks and employ­ 
m ent was given to a large num ber of men 
as extra conductors and drivers in order to 
handle the mowds. These extramen, it is 
understood, were promised the same wages 
as the regular men, and everything ran 
along smoothly. 
But the fair is over now and the relations 
between the company and the extramen 


áre not so harmonious. 
The tem porary employes are not growl­ 
ing about having to give up their jobs, but 
they claim that the company has not 
acted fairly nor lawfully w ith them as re­ 
gards wages. Twelve hours constitute a 
day’s work for street-car men, and for all 
work done over that time they are paid at 
the rate of thirty cents an hour. 
In this 
case the regular men all received their 
usual wages, as well as the thirty cents an 
hour for over-time. 
But not so with the extramen. 
W hen they presented their demands they 
were informed that they would be allowed 
but fifteen cents an hour for over-time. 
Then there was a howl. They refused to 
accept this am ount and painted on their 
banner, "Thirty cents or nothing.” 


CONSULTING THE LAW. 
A committee from the extramen was 
busy yesterday ascertaining w hat course 
should be taken to right their wrongs. 
A 
little sum in arithm etic convinced them 
that to sue for the am ount due them would 
be useless, for the reason that it did not 
am ount to enough to pay an attorney’s 
fee. 
They then sought legal advice regarding 
the proper m anner in which to bring a 
criminal action against the 
company. 
Under the law passed by the Legislature in 
1887 it is made compulsory for street car 
corporations to work their men but twelve 
hours a day, and for all over that time 30 
cents an hour must be paid. 
“ We won’t go to the expense of suing for 
onr money,” said one of the extramen to a 
R ecord U nion reporter 
yesterday after­ 
noon, "but we will cause them to remember 
us. We can prosecute them for violating 
the law, and it will cost them more to get 
out of it than it wonld to have paid us in 
the first place. 
We were worked on an 
average of fifteen hours a day all daring 
the fair, and I tell you those extra three 
hours were the hardest part of the day’s 
w ork.” 


ONE OF THE STOCKHOLDERS TALER. 
A reporter interviewed L. L. Lewis, one 
of the stockholders of the Central line, in 
regard to the matter last evening. 
"W ell,” said Mr. Lewis, "They are fool­ 
ish if tte y are going to kick np a row like 
that. The result will be that they won’t 
get anything now. Personally, I was in 
lavor of payiDg them all 30 cents an hour 
over time, because I knew they worked 
hard, and I think they deserved it. 
But 
I ’m not the whole company, you knbw. 
Some of the extramen came to me with 
their complaints, and I advised them to 
just keep quiet until the Directors had a 
meeting and I thought they would get 
their money—it would be all right. 
But I 
gness they haven’t taken my advice. They 
are acting very foolishly now, by raising a 
row. The whole thing don't am ount to 
over $20, and I’m sure the company wonld 
rather pay it than have trouble. 
But it 
will not be bulldozed—you can rest assured 
of that. These men will get the worst of 
going to law about it.” 
W ith reference to the State law in re­ 
gard to employes of street-car corporations, 
Mr. Lewis said he was w-ell aware that 
there was such a law, bat he did not think 
it worth the paper it was written on. “I t 1 
was gotten np,” he said, “ by those San 
Francisco hoodlnms after the strikes down 
there, and I have had opinions from law­ 
yers that it is no law at all.” 


! Seventh and K streets, was very penitent 


' in the Police Court yesterday. 
Complaints charging him with vagrancy, 
disturbing the peace aDd drunkenness were 
read to him , and he pleaded gnilty to the 
two latter charges, bnt maintained that he 
was not a vagrant. 
Police officer Eldred and a special officer 
described how Flynn made demands upon 
pedestrians for money and threatened them 
with violence if they refused. W hen officer 
Eldred attempted to arrest him the young 
tongh assaulted the officer and had to be 
thnm ped into snbmissiveness. 
Flynn whined for mercy, saying that he 
hadn’t had a drink for three months while 
he was in Sheriff McMullen's charge, and 
that the sadden resumption of his bibulous 
habits “knocked him out.” 
He said he 
did not know what he was doing, but very 
well remembered the drubbing he received 
at the officer's bands. 
Judge Buckley found him guilty, and 
will sentence him to day.

POLICEMEN’S SALARIES. 


F ifteen M em bers o f tb e O ld F o rce to 
bue for All th e M oney. 
From April 1, 1888, to April 1, 1889, the 
city had a police force of fifteen men, all 
of whose terms—under the custom in 
vogue 
of electing officers annually—ex­ 
pired April 1, 1890. But the Police Com­ 
missioners, acting under a special law 
passed by the Legislature at that time, 
elected a force of twenty-five men in April, 
1889, among whom were the fifteen men 
who had served the preceding year. The 
Supreme Court lias decided tbat the special 
Act was unconstitutional, and that only 
fifteen men should have been appointed. 
W hile awaiting this decision the city did 
not pay the salaries ot her policemen last 
year. 
Now fifteen of tbe men who were re­ 
elected last year propose to sue the city to 
recover the money rem aining in the police 
salary fund for tbe pay of the old number 
of policemen. 
They are the men who 
served during the preceding term, and 
seem to think tbat they are entitled to the 
money. The claim will probably be made 
that, inasmuch as the special Act was not 
constitutional, there was no election in 
1889, and that they should be regarded as 
hold-overs. 
At yesterday's session of the City Trus­ 
tees attorney Charles T. Jones appeared be­ 
fore the Board and stated that he was 
about to bring suit in behalf of the fifteen 
“original” police officers for their salaries 
from April. 1880, to April. 18!aj. 
H e pro­ 
posed, however, to notitv the Trustees and 
find out whether or not they wonld sub­ 
mit that question to tbeir attorneys. 
He 
said be believed they would concede that 
the fifteen men were entitled to their sal­ 
aries, and the cost of a suit would thus be 
avoided. 
The Board agreed to meet some evening 
daring the week and havt a consultation 
with Mr. Jones, Hon. Grove L. Johnson 
and City Attorney H art on the subject. 
There is a !aw which provides that 
policemen regularly chosen 
shall hold 
their positions until discharged for good 
cause, after a 
proper 
hearing and on 
charges filed with the Police Commission­ 
ers. 
If the fifteen men who served in 18S9 
should plead this Act in substantiation of. 
tbeir claim, and the Coarts should sustain 
it, it would eeem to open up a long line of 
similar claims by policemen wbo were 
dropped at tbe end ot each year without a 
hearing, and against whom no charges 
were preferred. 
There are those who held that all tbe 
twenty-five men chosen in 1859 were ap­ 
pointed on equal footing, regardless of the 
fact that some of their num ber had served 
the preceding year, and that the $100 a 
m onth raised by taxation for fifteen men 
should 
be 
apportioned 
among them 
equally.

S to c k h o ld e rs A re N o t—H in ts o f 


a P o ss ib le L a w su it. 


Daring the session of the City Trastees 
yesterday the Mayor read a letter from 
Edwin K. Alsip, Secretary of the Central 
Street R ailway Company, refusing, on the 
part of the company, to accept the fran­ 
chise as granted to Mr. Hejirv, believing 
thgt the hoods issued nnder such a fran­ 


chise would be of little value and not a 
sale investm ent for capitalists, 
G rove L. Johnson, 
attorney for M r. 
H en ry , read to the Board a short history 
he had w ritten of Mr. H en ry ’s relations 
w ith the Central Street Railw ay Com pany, 
m entioning the m ost im p o rtan t clauses in 
the agreement, one o f w hich was to the 
effect that Mr. H enry was to be given pos­ 
session of the road if he could obtain 
the necessary changes he desired in the 
present city franchise. 
Mr. H enry did se­ 
care the changes he asked for and then 
called upon the ow ners of the road and de­ 
m anded the possession o f the sam e, in 
com pliance w ith the provisions of the con­ 
tract. 
U nder the ordinance, as am ended, 
he was ready and willing to fulfill the con­ 
ditions of the contract. H e dem anded from 
the other partite, both as shareholders and 
Directors, th at they com ply w ith their 
agreem ent, but they refused to do so. 
The 
reasons given for the refusal were entirely 
foreign to th e agreem ent, an d in no m an ­ 
ner concern the Trustees or the p u b lic ; 
though Mr. H enry has 
no 
objection 
w haiever to m aking them know n to any­ 
body who m ay inquire for them . 
The fact 
rem ained, however, th at they have de­ 
clined to tu rn over the road, in accordance 
w ith the term s of the contract. 
Mr. H enry 
stood prepared to expend $75,000 in the 
city of Sacram ento in equipping the road, 
electrically, under the provisions of the 
agreem ent. 
H e was anxious to begin the 
w ork and to have the road in running 
order w ithin the tim e specified. 
H e was 
confronted, how ever, at the outset, w ith 
the positive refusal on the part of the share­ 
holders to surrender to him the possession 
of the road, or to perm it him to carry out 
his contract. 
In this dilem m a he presents the m atter 
fairly and squarely to th e Board of T rus­ 
tees, in the hope that, by so doing, he 
m ight be better 
able to determ ine pre­ 
cisely w hat rem edy he should invoke to 
com pel the shareholders to live up to their 
agreem ent and to secure for the citizens of 
Sacram ento the benefits of a m odern first- 
class electric street railw ay. 
By the ex­ 
penditure of Mr. H en ry ’s m oney on the 
road, the com pany's property would be 
greatly enhanced in value, aud the security 
afforded the com pany's bondholders, instead 
of being im paired 
or 
in any m anner 
affected injuriously, w ould fee increased 
and enlarged to an extent corresponding to 
th e additional rolling stock, m otive power, 
m achinery, etc. 
N aturally, M r. H enry was desirous of 
proceeding carefully in a m atter involving 
so m uch to him eelt and the people of Sac­ 
ram ento. 
It was only cm the 20th instant 
th at the refusal of the shareholders to com ­ 
ply w ith their agreem ent w as m ade final. 
M r. H enry could not decide in a m om ent 
w hat course he ought to pursue ; bnt inas­ 
m uch as the ordinance in question con­ 
tained the provisions requiring its accept­ 
ance in w riting by the Central Street R ail­ 
w ay C om pany w ithin ten days, aDd inas­ 
m uch as that com pany had declined to 
accept it, he now asked the Board to extend 
the tim e w ithin w hich the com pany m ight 
file its acceptance, for a period of th irty 
days from d&te, th at he m ight in the m ean­ 
tim e devise the best m eans of enforcing his 
contract w ith the shareholders, and thus 
enable him to furnish the city of Sacra­ 
m ento w iih the stieet railroad so m uch de­ 
sired, as be believed, by all its people. 
T his resalt is now prevented only by the 
action of the com pany's stockholders, in 
violation of their contract. 
M r. Johnson then asked th at the Board 
pass an ordinance extending for thirty,days 
th e tim e w ithin w hich they should accept 
th e refusal of the electric com pany. 
All th e m em bers agreed to this, the rules 
were suspended and the ordinacce read 
tw ice and passed. 


A DIFFERENCE OF OPINION. 


T h e M a y o r's a n d T ru s te e M c L au g h lin 's 
V iew s o n C o llectin g W a te r K a te s. 
I t will be rem em bered th at a couple of 
m onths ago M ayor Comstock and Trustee 
M cLaugnlin voted to discharge one of the 
w ater collec'ors. 
Since then the receipts 
have fallen off about one half. 
A t yester­ 
day's session of th e Trustees, Mr. M cLaugh­ 
lin w anted to know w hether or not the col­ 
lection sm ade by the Clerk o f the W ater 
W orks were falling off or being increased 
since the discharge of one of the clerks. 
T he M ayor said the collections were not 
as large as usual, but he believed the em ­ 
ployes were at fault, and th at if they bad 
attended to th eir duty they w onid have 
succeeded in m aking better retnrns. 
H e 
was told by a lady that she w ent dow n to 
th e Clerk s office last T hursday and found 
th e office locked. 
No business house would 
tolerate employes w ho w ould act thus. 
Mr. M cLaughlin w anted to know why 
the M ayor was casting reflections on the 
Clerk of the W ater W orks. 
W hy didn't 
he prefer w ritten charges and try him , if he 
believed th at official guilty of m isconduct. 
T he M ayor eahl he had good reason to do 
so, and m ight at som e future day. 
Mr. M cLaughlin then subm itted a pro­ 
posed ordinance, authorizing th e Clerk of 
th e W ater W orks to appoint two additional 
deputies, w ho shall hold office at the pleas­ 
ure of th e Board of Trustees, and receive a 
salary each of 1100 per m onth: their duties 
to be to collect water rates in the First and 
Second Supervisor D istricts, and report to 
the Board m onthly all of the persons who 
w ere delinquent in paym ent. 
A nother section of the proposed ordi­ 
nance provided for dispensing w ith the 
services of th e W ater Inspector. 
T he ordinance was laid over for consider­ 
ation one week. 


JOHN SULLIVAN’S INJURY. 


A n A u to p sy M iows th a t Hi* L ife C o uld 
Not Ha\<* B een S av ed . 
Y esterday afternoon 
an autopsy was 
beid by Dr. C. B. Nichols, City Physician, 
on the body of Jo h n Sullivan, w ho died on 
S unday evening from the effects of a frac­ 
ture of the skr.ll caused by a fall from a 
wagon. 
T he exam ination was m ade in 
th e presence of Drs. G. L. and G. C. Sim ­ 
m ons, Dr. W . A. Briggs, and Dr. Sntliff. 
T he fact was revealed th at the exact local­ 
ity of the fracture, ow ing to its peculiar 
character, wue n ot aj p ire n t until th e skull 
had been bared; also th at death w ould 
have resulted from the extravasation of 
blood on th e opposite side of the head, 
even could the fracture itself have been ot 
berwise successfully treated.

P a tric k ’s P la n s. 
A youth nam ed Fred Teil was employed 
by Jam es Fitzpatrick, a tinner, w ho bad 
contracted to do certain w ork at th e Buffalo 
Brew ery, som e weeks ago, and was prom ­ 
ised a salary of $2 per day. H e com m enced 
w ork in the m orning a t 8 o'cloek and quit 
at 5 w ith Fitzpatrick. After w orking tw en­ 
ty and one-half days there was a settling 
up of accounts. 
Fitzpatrick wanted to pay the boy at the 
ra te of $1 50 a day and also to deduct four 
and one-half days’ pay, claim ing that the 
boy had only w orked eight hours each day, 
w hen he Bhould have labored ten hours.

TheCentral Street Railway did a thriving 
business during the fair weeks and em ploy­ 
m ent was given to a large number of men 
as extra conductors and drivers in order to 
handle the aow d s. 
These extramen, it is 
understood, were promised the same wages 
as the regular men, and everything ran 
along sm oothly. 
But the fair is over now and the relations 
between the com pany and the extramen 


áre not so harmonious* 
T he tem porary em ployes are not grow l­ 
ing about having to give up th eir jobs, but 
they claim th at the com pany has not 
acted fairly nor law fully w ith them as re­ 
gards wages. 
Tw elve hours constitute a 
day’s w ork for street-car m en, and for all 
work done over th at tim e they are paid at 
the rate of th irty cents an hour. 
In this 
case the regular m en all received their 
usual wages, as well as the th irty cents an 
h o u r for over-tim e. 
B ut not so w ith the extram en. 
W hen they presented their dem ands they 
were inform ed th at they w ould be allowed 
but fifteen cents an hour for over-tim e. 
T hen there was a how l. 
They refused to 
accept this am ount and painted on th eir 
banner, "T h irty cents or nothing.” 
CONSULTING THE LAW. 
A com m ittee from the extram en wa3 
busy yesterday ascertaining w hat course 
should be taken to rig h t their wrongs. 
A 
little sum in arithm etic convinced them 
th at to sue for th e am ount due them would 
be useless, for the reason th at it did not 
am ount to enough to pay an attorney’s 
fee. 
They th en sought legal advice regarding 
the proper m anner in w hich to bring a 
crim inal action against 
th e 
com pany. 
U nder the law passed by the Legislature in 
1887 it is m ade com pulsory for street car 
corporations to w ork their m en bu t twelve 
hours a day. and for all over th at tim e 30 
cents an h o ar m ust be paid. 
“ W e w on’t go to th e expense of suing for 
our m oney,’’ said one of th e extram en to a 
R ecord-U n io n reporter 
yesterday after­ 
noon, “ but we will cause them to rem em ber 
us. 
W e can prosecute them for violating 
the law, and it w ill cost them m ore to get 
out of it than it w ould to have paid us in 
the first place. 
W e were w orked on an 
average of fifteen hours a day all during 
the fair, and I tell you those extra three 
hours were the hardest part of the day’s 
w ork.” 
ONE OF THE STOCKHOLDERS TALKS. 
A reporter interview ed L. L. Lewis, one 
of the stockholders of the Central line, in 
regard to the m atter last evening. 
“ W ell,” said Mr. Lewis, “T hey are fool­ 
ish if tbey are going to kick up a row like 
that. 
T he result will be th at they w on’t 
get anything now. 
Personally, I was in 
lavor of paying them all 30 cents an hour 
over tim e, because I knew they worked 
hard, and I th in k they deserved it. 
B ut 
I ’m not the w hole com pany, you knbw . 
Som e of the extram en cam e to m e with 
their com plaints, and I advised them to 
ju st keep quiet until the D irectors had a 
m eeting and I thought they w ould get 
their m oney—it w ould be all right. 
B ut I 
guess they haven’t taken m y advice. They 
are acting very foolishly now , by raising a 
row. 
T he w hole thing d o n 't am o u n t to 
over $20, and I ’m sure the com pany would 
rath er pay it than have trouble. 
B ut it 
will not be bulldozed—you can rest assured 
of that. 
These m en will get th e w orst of 
going to law about it.” 
W ith refeience to the State law in re­ 
gard to em ployes of street car corporations, 
Mr. Lewis said he was w-ell aw are th at 
there was such a law, bu t be did no t th in k 
it w orth the paper it was w ritten on. 
“It 
was gotten up ,” he said, “ by those San 
Francisco hoodlum s after th e strikes dow n 
there, and I have had opinions from law ­ 
yers th at it is no law at all.” 


Seventh and K streets, was very penitent 
in the Police Court yesterday. 
Complaints charging him with vagrancy, 
disturbing the peace and drunkenness were 
read to him , and he pleaded guilty to the 
two latter charges, but maintained that he 
was not a vagrant. 
Police officer Eldred and a special officer 
described how Flynn made demands npon 
pedestrians for money and threatened them 
with violence if they refused. W hen officer 
Eldred attempted to arrest him the young 
tongh assaulted the officer and had to be 
thumped into snbmissiveness. 
Flynn whined for mercy, saying that he 
hadn’t had a drink for three m onths w hile 
he was in Sheriff M cM ullen’s charge, and 
that the sudden resumption of his bibulous 
habits “knocked him out.” 
H e said he 
did not know what he was doing, but very 
well remembered the drubbing he received 
at the officer's bands. 
Judge Buckley found him guilty, and 
will sentence him to day.

POLICEMEN'S SALARIES. 


to 
F ifte e n M e m b e rs o f th e O ld F o rc e 
fine fo r A ll th e M oney. 
F rom A pril 1, 1-888, to A pril 1, 1889, the 
city had a police force of fifteen m en, all 
of whose term s—under 
the custom in 
vogue 
of electing officers annually—ex­ 
pired A pril 1, 1890. 
B ut the Police Com­ 
m issioners, acting u n d er a special law 
passed bjr th e Legislature at th a t tim e, 
elected a force of tw enty-five m en in A pril, 
1889, am ong w hom were the fifteen m en 
who had served the preceding year. 
T he 
Suprem e Court has decided th at th e special 
Act was unconstitutional, and th at oDly 
fifteen m en should have been appointed. 
W hile aw aiting this decision the city did 
not pay the salaries of her policem en last 
veaT. 
' Now fifteen of the m en w ho were re­ 
elected last year propose to sue the city to 
recover the m oney rem aining in the police 
salary fund for the pay of the old num ber 
of policem en. 
T bey are the m en who 
served during the preceding term , and 
seem to th in k th at they are entitled to the 
m oney. 
T he claim will probably be m ade 
th at, inasm uch as the special A ct was not 
constitutional, there was no election in 
1889, and th at they should be regarded as 
hold-overs. 
At yesterday’s session of the City T ru s­ 
tees attorney Charles T. Jones appeared be­ 
fore the Board aud stated th at he was 
about to bring suit in behalf of the fifteen 
“ original” police officers for their salaries 
from A pril, 18SÜ, to A pril. 1890. 
H e pro­ 
posed. however, to notitv tbe Trustees and 
rind out w hether or not they w ould su b ­ 
m it th at question to their attorneys. 
H e 
said he believed they w ould concede that 
the fifteen m en were entitled to their sal­ 
aries, and the cost of a suit would th u s be 
avoided. 
T he Board agreed to m eet som e evening 
during the week and h av t a consultation 
with Mr. Jones, H on. Grove L. Johnson 
and City A ttorney H art on the subject. 
There is a law w hich provides that 
policem en regularly chosen 
shall 
hold 
their positions u n til discharged for good 
cause, after a 
proper 
hearing and on 
charges filed with the Police Com m ission­ 
ers. 
If the fifteen m en who served in 1889 
should plead this Act in substantiation of 
their claim , and the Courts should sustain 
it, it would seem to open up a long line of 
sim ilar claim s by policem en who were 
dropped at tbe end ot each year w ithout a 
hearing, and against w hom no charges 
were preferred. 
There are those w ho held th at all the 
tw enty-five m eu chosen in 1S89 were ap­ 
pointed on equal footing, regardless of the 
fact th at som e of their num ber had served 
the preceding year, and that the $100 a 
m onth raised by taxation for fifteen m en 
should 
be 
apportioned 
am ong 
them 
equally.

C O N G R ESSIO N A L. 


IN THE SESATE. 
Washington, September 22d.— The Senate 
passed a num ber of bills on the calendar, in­ 
cluding the Senate bill to change the boundaries 
of the Uncom pahgre Reservation. This is a 
modification of the bill having the same title, 
which was vetoed by the President—the Sen­ 
ate bill relative to the Pancho P unta de la La- 
guina. 
Plum b offered a resolution, w hich was agreed 
to, calling on the Secretary of the Interior to 
report w hether the lands granted the State of 
California on certain conditions by the Act of 
June 30, 1664—the Yosemite Valley and Mari­ 
posa Big Tree grant—had been spoliated or 
otherwise diverted from the public use contem ­ 
plated by the grant. 
The joint resolution proposing an am endm ent 
to the Constitution in relation to the m anu­ 
facture or the im portation, exportation, tra n s­ 
portation and sale of alcoholic liquors was 
reached, and B lair called for a vote. 
Cockrell asked th a t the com m ittee reports be 
read, and as th e reading occupied w hat was 
left of the hour assigned to the calendar, no 
vote was taken on the resolution. 
The Senate then resum ed consideration of tbe 
bill to define and regálate the jurisdiction of 
Courts of the United Slates, the pending ques­ 
tion being on Daniels’ am endm ent extending 
the jurisdiction of the Supreme Court. It was 
rejected. 
Vest offered a substitute for the bill, proposing 
th n e divisions of the Supreme Court, of three 
Justices eacn, the Chief Justice to m ake as­ 
signm ents to these divisions; th at all final d e­ 
cisions ol these divisions be considered by the 
Court, and they shall require the.concurr’anee 
of five Justices. 
V H -­ 
Vest did not insist on a vote on bis am end­ 
m ent, and the bill was reported from the Com­ 
m ittee of the Whole to tne Senate, which went 
into executive session and adjourned without 
disposing of it. 
IN THE HOUSE. 
Washington, September 22d. —In tbe House 
to-day, O 'Farrell of Virgina and -'mith of Ari­ 
zona, were the only Democrats in the hall when 
the House was called to order. 
The Clerk, under the direction of the Speaker, 
called ihe roll on the approval of Friday’s jour­ 
nal. The vote resu lted -ay es 153, noesO. No 
quorum. 
A call of the House was ordered and 159 m em ­ 
bers responded. Still no quorum . 
On motion of McKinley, the House adjourned. I
